Gentlemen, 


In  accordance  with  Circulars  2314,  2067  and  2b04 
I  beg  to  submit  an  interim  report  for  the  year  1941  on 
essential  and  urgent  matters  affecting  the  Public  Health. 

The  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  healthy  one,  no  epidemics 
of  a  serious  character  having  occurred. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  Eleven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  four 
cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  as  compared  with  seven  and 
four  cases  respectively  in  1940. 

The  Scheme  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
has  been  continued  with  success,  approximately  70$  of  the 
children  having  received  the  treatment. 

Medical  Insoection  has  shewn  that  the  nutrition 
of  the  children  remains  good. 

At  the  termination  of  hostilities  a  report  will 
be  submitted  in  greater  detail  ,  dealing  with  the  whole 
!Yar  period.
